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600,000 Cuban refugees who have 
come to the US since 1959 and 
have helped stimulate Florida's 
economy. 

Some say, however, that besides 
numbers， there are other reasons 
why employment Drospects for 
refugees ”Immay become worse， 
Audrey Doughty，director of the 
JInternational Institute -Of San 
Francisco，said that the propor- 
tion of farmers and fishermen 
among the Vietnamese refugees 
has been increasing, Refuueees who 
came earjlier were generally better 
educated and wealthier, she said. 

HUNDREDS 

9ince 1975 about 70,000 
refugees，more than a foirth of 
those accepted by the US，have 
settled in California. It is estim- 
ated that about 20,000 live in the 
Bay Area，whose large Chinese 
population might seem to be an 
attraction to the predominantly 
ethnic Chinese refugees. Fewofthe 
most recent refugees，however， 
Seem to be settling in San 
Francisco. 

Po Wong， director of the 
Chinese Newcomers ，Service in 
San Franciscos Chinatown said 
Several hundred Chinese from 
Vietnam make use of his agency's 
information and referral service,， 
but that almost none of them are 
recent arTivals. 

Others said that although hun- 
dreds of refugees enter the US 
through San Francisco every day， 
few of them end up staying. Tony 
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Loncich，coordqinator of refugee 
arrivals at the International Res- 
cue_ Committees San Francisco 
office, said that the job market for 
the refugees is better elsewhere. 
Many of them, he said, are settling 


in the Peninsula where they find- 


jobs in electronics factories. 

The International Institute's 
Doughtv predicted that the 
Bay Area would eventually have 
only a very small -population of 
refugees. Besides finding that job 
Opportunities are more plentiful 
elsewhere，Ppaiticularly in south- 
ern_ California where more than 
50,000 refugees make their homes， 
the refugees find that it is cheaper 
to live in other places, she said. 

MONEY 

The federal government allots 
the ，resettlement “ organizations 
$300 for each refugee they 
Sponsor. The monmey is supposed to 
Pay forrent，kitchen utensils and 
other household necessities，and 
sta 侍 time Many working to 
resettle the refugees feel that $300 
is not enough,…especially. in the 
Bay Area，where a studio apart- 
ment commonly rents _ for more 
than $200 a month 


“It is a pitifully small sum,” 


Doughty said,“In 1975， that sum 
Was $500.” 


Doughty said that the housing 


Situation in the Bay Area is “so 
bad” that at the weekly meetings 
held in New York by resettlement 
organizations to select the refugees 
they wish to sponsor，her organ-

(NACA) called on President Car- 
ter to take immediate and effec- 
tive measures to _ stop the tragic 
deaths of thousands of refugees in 
the South China Sea and to bring 
international pressure on Vietnam 
to end the racist -and genocidal 
Policy of expelling in mass the 
So-called “boat people” from 
Vietnam into the high .sea with 
Virtually no chance of survival. 

CONCERNED 

In a jetter to President Carter， 
personally dejlivered to Anne Wex- 
ler，special assistant to the Presi-
